Every effort was made to insure this 
historical exactitude, and the works of 
the late Doctor Schick and Tissot, the 
French painter, who spent twelve 
years in the Holy, Land, proved most 
helpful. ~The furntture in various 
scenes was specially made to resem- 
ble that used in Palestine at the open- 
ing of the Christian era, and an auth- 
ority on ancient eastern dress accom- 
panied the producers. 

Such cinématograph pletures” dts- 
|played in the great arena of the AI- 
bert Hall to the appropriate music of 
the grand organ could not fail to be 
{mpressive, and they were received 
with silence and reverence at the first 
production on the afternoon of Christ- 
mas eve. In the evening they were 
shown again twice. Many went to 
see them Christmas night for there 
was no more suitable Christmas public 
entertainment in London, On the 
next two Sunday evenings admission 
will be free, and seats can be secured 
from sixpence upwards.

Military. Authorities Justify Demand 
on the Ground -of National 
“Refense 

rlin-—A short\time ago {t was 
semiofficially’ announced that in con- 
sequence of the altered pONtical situa-’ 
tion the necessity had arisen™for jay: 
ing before the reichstag suppleme}itary 
army estimates. ~ The announcement 
aroused considerable excitement, 
which the euthorities attempted to 
allay by issuing a statement to the 
effect that the grant, which ‘the reich- 
stag would be asked to vote, was to 
be devoted only to strengthening the 
aerial equipment of the army. 

The Taegliche Rundschau declares 
that the sum the war minister will 
ask for in the supplementary estimat2 
is about 18,000,000 marks (nearly 
$4,500,000). The journal hears furth- 

er that of this sum it is proposed to 
devote $2,500,000. to buying Zeppelin 
cruisers, and the remainder to airships 
of other approved types. 

The military authorities -justify 
their demand in the first place by the 
desire to strengthen national defensive 
forces, and in the second place to pro- 
vide German airship manufacturing 
companies with the means of whica 
they are in sore need to keep their 
works going and up. to date, 

Doctor Solf, secretary of state for 
the colonies, spent considerable time 
recently at the flying station, Johan- 
nisthal, on the outskirts of Berlin, and 
with his wife made a flight as passen- 
ger in a biplane.

“Pillar of Farewéll,”. which marks the 


line between Russia and Siberia, has 
been _ celebrated ‘in song and story. 
This boundary mark stands between 
“‘Bkaterinburg, in Russia; and-Tiumen; 
in Siberia. It stands on the main road, 
‘slong which thousands of exiles have 
passed. . It is an obelisk of brick, six- 
teen feet in beight. On the west side 
it bears in Russian characters the 
word “Europe,” and-on the enst side 
the word “Asia.” ; 

‘The, boundary marks along our north- 
ern’ frontier, separating. us from Can- 
ada, are of a most practical sort. For 
many hundreds of miles the St. Law- 
rence river and the great lakes form 
the natural boundaries, but there is a 
vast stretch of prairie Jand beyond 
with no natural demarcation. The 
boundary marks here are pillars of 


_j iron and wood placed at intervals of 


one mile, They bave been alternately 
supplied by the two governments and_ 
may be seen from the Lake of the 
Woods to the Red river valley. Be- 


yond that the marks are mounds of | 
| carved so perfectly by the action of ~ 


earth and cairns of stone. 


The strangest of European frontier 
lines is that marking the boundary be- | 


tween Hanover and Holland, where it 


crosses the Rhine. A row of pontoons | 


lies across the river, chained bow and 
stern. Inasmuch as the dividing line 
runs through from stem to stern, the 
eastern halves of the boats are painted 
{n- German colors, 
Dutch. The effect is most striking.
